OF ITS TYPE 


IN THE STATE OF CALIFORNIA

Memorial auditorium that is now under construction at Olive and 
Jaye streets as a project of the Porterville Veterans’ Memorial dis- 
trict, shapes up as one of the finest buildings of its type in the state 
and will be a real credit, as well as an asset to the community when 


vertical and horizontal supports. 

Horizontal columns of reinforc- 
ed concrete 20 inches by 36 inch- 
‘es, have been placed at 22-foot in- 
tervals in walls of the building, 
with these walls tied into the col- 
umns, which rest on 36-inch cais- 
sons that extend some 15 feet into 
the ground. 

Between the large horizontal 
columns are smaller columns of 
brick and reinforced concrete, The 
building is further tied together 
by 16-inch square vertical bond 
beams. of brick, concrete and re- 
inforcing steel. 

Lateral’stress in the building is 
taken also by the procenium arch 
; at the front of the stage, this con- 
crete arch extending from the 
foundation to the roof. A second, 
smaller concrete arch has been 
placed at the rear of the balcony.

actually rests on the brick walls. 

Title 21 specifications call for a 
minimum compression test of 1,- 
500 pounds per square inch — 
the pressure necessary to crumble 
the wall material. Actual tests 
of cores taken from the walls run 
from 2,000 to 3,350 pounds for 
the concrete between the wall 
bricks, while cores taken of a com- 
bination of the concrete and brick 
run from 2,538 pounds to 2,980 
pounds, 

Minimum requirement for 
“shear tests’, the force’ necessary 
to tear bricks from the concrete 
mortar, is 100 pounds; actual tests 
run from 160 to 170 pounds. 

All of which adds up to the fact 
that the new memorial building 
is solid indeed, and will still be 
standing in good condition when 
grandchildren of present residents 
of this community bring their 
grandchildren to auditorium 
events. 

There can be no logical com- 
parison made between brick con- 
struction of the old high school 
building that was demolished and 
the new memorial building. The 
old building had steel only in the 
pillars and the front, center sec- 
tion; mortar was of lime and sand 
— conventional for the days in 
which the old building was con- 
structed, and while the brick 
walls of this building were strong 
enough in so far as down pressure 
was concerned, they had little to 
hold horizontal pressures. 

As for the sloping floor con- 
struction of the new memorial 
building as compared to a flat 
floor surface, directors of the 
memorial] district more than two 
years ago, after public meetings, 
decided that since the community 
already had two large flat floor 
buildings — the hi¥h school cafe-

If. the producer does not agree 
with the measurement sent to him 
on the official notification form, 
he can pay for a re-measurement 
at the rate of $5.00 plus $0.10 per 
acre for each acre of his allot- 
ment. If he measures his own field 
and can submit a sketch with 
measurements indicating that an 
error may have been made by the 
reporter in measuring his field, a 
re-check may be made without 
charge. _As'in the past, if a pro- 
ducer pays for fre-measurement 
and it is found that he was within 
his allotment when the original 
measurement was made, the re- 
measurement fee will be returned 
to him, 

In the event a farmer is over- 
planted, and plows down the ex- 
cess acreage, it is helpful if he 
will notify the office that the 
plowdown has been completed.

Our book on opportune tasks 
for gardners indicates water is 
an important item. I+ probably 
should mention water for drink- 
ing and water for swimming but 
it seems to be more worried 
about the plants than the plant- 


er and only mentions water for 
them. 


Really the way to water is to 
turn it on and let it run awhile. 
This curling the thumb around 
the end of the hose will get you 
nowhere. With the sprinklers 
availabe now you can water 
square, round, long, short and 
oddball pieces with a minimum 
of trouble. There are fancy 
ones called swinging sprinklers, 
working ones called walking 
sprinklers, and others down to 
forty-five cents. 


Having a sprinkler isn't the 
whole answer because you4 
should water reasonably care- } 
fully. Trees should be watered 
deeply, letting it soak down all 
night. Lawns should be water- 4 
ed thoroughly and then allowed ¥ 
to dry a bit before watering { 
again. Most shrubs and small J 
flowering plants need extra wa- J 
tering and a good soaking at 
least once a week is the answer 
to many plant problems. 

The native plants like Toyon, 
Ceanothus, and such require} 
less water during summer. } 
Daphne also needs a good dry-} 
ing out between times. These J 
do best if planted just beyond } 
the reach of your hose. Imany 
case, don't Waste your water — J

' comply with the natural laws of economics, rather than to depend on 
i the “magic wand” of the fedéral government.

The two main objectives of the 
program, he pointed out, are to 
“assure needed additional produc- 
tion adjustments, made realis- 
tically in the light of the existing 
surplus situation’, and “to store 
and hold fertility in the soil, to 
be drawn on when needed in the 
future.”’
